Synopsis 


Act One 


roveso, Warrior-Priest of the Gauls, assembles 

the enemies of Rome in the Sacred Wood of 
the Druids. They are waiüng for Norma, High 
Priestess of the Moon Goddess, to let them have signs 
that will favour a rebellion against the occupying 
forces. So far, Norma has always urged peace and 
has instructed them to wait rather than wage war. 
The Druids retire to the hills to watch the heavens 
and await the rising of the moon. 

The Roman Pro-Consul Pollione appears with his 
centurion, Flavio. Pollione pours out his new and 
passionate love for a young priestess, Adalgisa and 
announces that he will take her to Rome as his wife. 
Flavio is appalled: Pollione already has a mistress 
in Gaul who has borne his children — the High 
Priestess Norma, who has betrayed her vows and her 
people for the love of her greatest enemy. Pollione 
refutes Flavio's criticism and, hearing the Druids 
greeting the new moon, denounces their barbarity. 
Gaul will be smashed, its temples burned and 
Adalgisa rescued from her heathen countrymen. 

The Druids appear with Oroveso. The risen moon 
bodes well and they anticipate that Norma will 
sanction their rebellion now. Norma appears with 
her attendants but immediately rebukes the Gauls 
for their profane and bloodthirsty cries. Oroveso 
demands that she give the signal so that their 
oppression might be ended but she silences him. She 
knows more of these things than he does. In a dream 
she has learned that Rome will fall, but not at the 
hands of Gaul. Its own vice and corruption will bring 
about its end. In a prayer, she invokes the Goddess 
of Chastity to bring all to a state of peace — secretly, 
of course, protecung her enemy lover in the 
meantime. The Gauls express their frustration at the 
postponement of their campaign and pray for an early 
release from tyranny: Norma expresses her frustration 
at Pollione's long absence from her bed and prays 
for his immediate return. 

The ceremony ends and Adalgisa is left alone at 
the altar. She is filled with remorse for her broken 
vows and prays that the Goddess will help her to 
return to the Temple and to live without Pollione. 
He arrives and attempts to make love to her but when 
she turns him away, he becomes angry, calling her 
heartless and treacherous. She relents and Pollione 
extracts from her a promise to return that night when 
they will elope together. 

Norma is alone, save for her children. She wishes 
she did not have them as it seems more certain, with 
every hour that passes, that their father has 
abandoned them. Clotlide, her servant, berates her 


for a lack of motherly feeling. A noise is heard and 
the children are concealed. Adalgisa enters, terrified. 
She has come to ask Norma to release her from the 
vows of the cult and to let her marry her lover. Norma 
listens to the young girl's account of her wooing 
and falling in love and recalls the powerful wooing 
of Pollione when she herself broke her vows. Adalgisa 
confides that her lover is a Roman and not a Gaul. 
Sull Norma does not realise that she is facing her 
rival; Pollione appears. Norma understands the truth 
at once and a fierce struggle ensues, both women 
attacking Pollione for his faithlessness and cruelty. 
From the hills, the Druids call Norma to the temple 
and the Priestess swears vengeance against Pollione 
and destruction of him and any new love he takes.

Act Two 


Left alone, Norma considers her position. Aban- 
doned by her lover and unfaithful to her people and 
her vows, her only option seems to be suicide. The 
image of their father, her children revolt her now. 
She decides to murder them and then Pollione. Her 
motherly feelings overwhelm her, however, and she 
relents. Norma calls for Adalgisa and the novice is 
admitted. Norma wants only Pollione and persuades 
Adalgisa that she should give him up. Adalgisa is 
appalled at Norma's apparent misery and desperation 
and relents. She agrees to meet Pollione for the last 
time and to break with him. Triumphant, Norma 
retires to await her lover's return to her. 

Oroveso and his followers meet at night. There 
is still no progress and the campaign cannot go 
forward. The night before battle, they gather to wait 
their opportunity.

Norma anxiously awaits news from Adalgisa that 
she has left Pollione. Clotilde appears to report that 
Adalgisa has failed in her reguest to Pollione. He 
has insisted that she accompany him and, unable 
to do so, she has returned to the temple as a celibate. 
Norma's anger now breaks out. She calls the Gauls 
to war and together they pray for victory against the 
Romans, imagining their downfall. Their hymns are 
interrupted by a sound from the temple. A Roman 
has intruded and been taken prisoner. It is Pollione, 
who is now brought forward. She sees her old lover 
again and is moved to pity. She offers a replacement 
sacrifice — a virgin who has violated her temple vows. 
Oroveso and the Druids demand the victim's name. 
Norma confesses that it is she and, pledging her 
children to her father's care, prepares for death. 

She begins to mount the sacrificial pyre and 
Pollione joins her, suddenly aware of the love that 
he has putat risk. They die together amidst confusion 
and anger.

They divided society into three groups. The druids, 
who were learned priests, shamans and judges; the 
military aristocracy, who were the power holders and 
the heroes; and the free men, who were farmers and 
owned cattle. Both men and women were thought 
to be immensely brave in battle. Diordorus Ciculus 
wrote that the Celtic women were not only like their 
men in their great stature (the Celts were exception- 
ally tall and well-built), but that they were also their 
equals in courage. Women were honoured in Celtic 
Society and lived in an equal way with men. A strict 
legal code ensured that women could inherit property 
and name and title were taken from the mother and 
not the father. They could marry whom they pleased 
and could claim damages if molested. They took their 
place in battle beside the men. 

(ANNE BANCROFT: ORIGINS OF THE 
SACRED) 


The druids officiate at the worship of gods, 
officiate at public and private sacrifices and give 
rulings on all religious questions ... Many present 
themselves of their own accord to become students 
of druidism ... It is said that these students have to 
memorise a great number of verses, so many that 
some spend twenty years or more at their studies ... 
A lesson they take particular pains to inculcate is 
that the soul does not perish but after death passes 
from one body to another; they think this is an 
incentive to bravery because it teaches men to 
disregard the terrors of death. 

(CAESAR: The Conquest of Gaul) 


The enemy army was ranged alongside the shore 
like a forest of weapons and soldiers among which 
women ran ceaselessly about like furies, shrieking 
imprecations, with black robes and dishevelled hair 
and torches in their hands. All around stood druids 
with their hands raised to the sky howling wild curses. 
At this sight, our soldiers were gripped with fear. 
(TACITUS: The Agricola and the Germania) 


THE CELTS 


The Celts are terrifying in appearance, with deep- 
sounding and very harsh voices ... they weara striking 
kind of clothing — tunics dyed and stained in various 
colours and trousers, which they call bracae and they 
wear striped cloaks picked out with a variegated small 
check pattern. Their armour includes man-sized 
shields, decorated in individual fashion ... on their 
heads they wear bronze helmets ... To the frankness 
and high-spiritedness of their temperament must be 
added the traits of childish boastfulness and love of 
decoration. They wear ornaments of gold, torcs on 
their necks, and bracelets on their arms and wrists, 
while people of high rank wear dyed garments 
bespinkled with gold.
